The Capital of South Africa. 


But let us go down agd take a walk 
througn this capital of South Africa. 
Cape Town is the gate to this end of 
the continent and for more than two 
hundred years it has been the chief 
door through which the whites have 
gone in and out. It jas now in the 
neighbornood of 200,000 people and is 
one of the fine little cities of the worla. 
Laid out as a Ditch town in avenues 
running from Table mountain to the 
sea and crossed by other streets at 
right angles, its old Boer buildings are 
gradually disappearing and it haa now 
shops and streets which would do credit 
to the largest cities of the United 
States. It has a postoffice structure 
which surpasses in size that of any 
American city of twice its population, 
and its parllament houses are perhaps 
the finest buildings in Africa. They are 
of the renaissance style with porticos 
upheld by Corinthian columns and are 
surrounded by beautiful gardens, in 
which a marble statue of Queen Vittoria 
stands at the front. Bach of the houses 
has a floor space as large as thaf of the 
house of commons in England, and the 
building gontains a throne room, show- 
ing the allegiance of the country to tie 
king. The parliament which meets 
here ig that of Cape Colony and it gov- 
erns this vast territory, comprising the 
est of the lands south of the Trans- 
vaal, including Kimberley and its dia- 
monds and also the chief sheep and cat- 
tle growing, fruit raising and ostrich 
farming parts of this continent. 


Business in South Africa. 


Cape Town is largely the business 
Capital of South Africa. It has the 
headquarters of all the big banks and of 
the chief exporting and importing fir:ns. 
Aderley street, the principal thorough- 
fare, is lined with big business blocks, 
and there is a wholesale section whic 
has many fine buildings. 

During my stay here I have had talks 
with some of the leading financiers as 
to the financial conditions of this part 
of the world. Business is still bad and 
it haw been so since the Boer war. The 
recent panic and depression in the 
United States have seriously affected 
the diamond mines and have led to tae 


, ing it prosperity 


discharge of thousands of hands. There

and not a few of the business men are 
mortgaged up to their eyes. 

It seems to me that times cannot put 
continue bad in South Africa fora good 
while to come. Just before the war 
the conditions were excellent, and dur- 
reigned.

As long as the struggle continued Eng- 
land's purse-strings were opened and 
money flowed like water. Business was 
boomed to correspond with the new 
conditions. Many buildings were erected 
in all the cities, and especially in Cape 
Town, Durban and Johannesburg. New 
snips were brought into the carrying 
trade, new institutions of al] Kinds cre- 
ated, and wages and expenses, already 
high, were enormously increased. Then 
the war ended and the soldiers left. 
The money flood was suwcoeeded by @& 
money drought, and the creditors began 
to ask for the payment of their Dills. 
This caused failures in all departments 
of trade, the tide of immigration turned 
thousands were 
thrown out of work. At the same time 
stores and houses became vacant, the 
prices of property began to drop, and 
the competition for tenants brought 
down the rents. 

This situation has almost steadily con- 
tinued since the war and the country 
is now getting down to 4 hard-pan 
basis. It will probably improve later 
on, but just now its condition is bad. 


South Africa’s Big Banks. 


Banking here is not the same as in 
the United States. With us every little 
town has its individual bank, and there 
are hundreds of gmail nnstiutions oper- 
ating with capitals of $50,000 and up- 
ward. Here all the money is handled 
by a half dozen great banks, wits 
branches reaching to all parts of South 
Africa. These big banks report to each 
other and, although competitors, work 
largely in harmony. [If a man’s credit 
fq bad it soon %ecomes generally known, 
and if one bank drops him he has little 
hopes from the others. 

As to the extent of the wanking, |! 
ave before me some reports of the big 
institutions. The Standard Bank of 
South Africa is now doing a business 
of something like $150,000,000 per ali- 
num on a capital of less than eight 
millions. It has about $100,000,000 
worth of deposits, and its profits are 
$600,000 and upward per year. During 
a great part of its existence it has paif 


as much as !8 per cent and it is now- 


paying 16, notwithstanding the hard 


times. 
Another big institution is the Bank 


of Africa, wuich has a capital of $5,- 
000,000. This bank has deposits of $30,- 
000,000 oer $35,000,000, and its assets 
and liabilities are about $60,000,000. It 
has been paying !3 per cent until re- 
cently, waen the dividends were cut to 
10 per cent, with a prospect of going 
down still lower. The Natal bank, 
which does business chiefly in Natal 
and the Transvaal, has a capital of 
only $2,500,000, but its deposits amount 
to gomething like $19,000,000 or $20,- 
000,000, and it pays about 12 per cent, 

The National Bank of South Africa, 


with a capital of over $8,000,000, has 


deposits of $38,000,000, and pays 8 per 
cent, 


$20,000,000 to $25,000,000 on 4 capital 
of $2,000,000, and pays 6 per cent divi- 


dends.

A Coantry Inflated, 
When it is remembered that South 


Africa is largely a desert and that it/|

The steamship lines are too 
many, the railroads too expensive and 
the cities too big for the populations. 
This is especially so considering that 
the products of these 1,000,000 whites 
are almost altogether owned in Bu- 
rope, and the profits of their labor are 
Spent there. The diamond;mines and 
gold mines are owned abroad. They 
are worked by cheap native and Chi- 
nese labor, and the country lacks the 
means of prosperity of the great pro- 
ducing regions of the United States, 
Indeed, the Boers claim that South Af- 
rica would be far better off if at haa 
less gold and diamonds and nt more 
higher wage rate would benefit its in- 
into agriculture.

In coming here from the Transvaal 
TI rode for a day through the Orange 
River Colony, and from there across 
Cape Colony to the Cape of Good Hope. 
The land was all high and dry and the 
mcst of it 

The Orange 
River Colony is about as big as the 
State of New York, ang its population 
of whites is not half as large as that 
of Buffalo. The country is mostly a 
grassy plain, fading out here and there 
into desert. Considerable stock is 
grazed near the rallway.

As to Cape Colony, its northern por- 
tion is of much the same nature.

Kaiser Says the English Raler Has 


Been Hamiliating Him for Years. 
Kaiser Intimates That He 
Can Whip All 
Kurope. 


New York, November 2!.—What  pur- 
rorts to be an “absolutely accurate and 
authentic synopasis’’ of 
obtained from Dmperor Wiliam, of Ger- 
many, by Dr. Wildam Bayard Hale, 
and subsequently withdrawn just as 
it was about to appear in the Century 


Magazine, is printed by The World todey. 


The World declares that the article, as 
originally written, was submitted ¢o Dr, 
Hale, and ‘that appears: today as 
“chang@ed”’’ by (Dr. Hale. 

The interview is said to have taken 
Place on the jmmerial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, off Bergen, Norway, while Dr. 
Hale was the emperors guest. 

Main Points of Interview. 


The World summarizes the main points 
of the emperor’s Interview as follows: 

“That King Hdward, of Great Britain, 
had been humiliating him for more 
than two years, and that he was ex- 
asperated; that Germany was the pera- 
mount power in all Europe, and that 
England was trying to neutralize that 
power. 

“That he held France in the hollow 
of his hand, and that Russia was of no 
account since thie disastrous war she 
had waged with Japan. 

“That if the Pan-American war, which 
had heen so much talked alout 
evitable, the sooner it came, the b 
it would be for him, because he 
ready and was tired of the suspense. 

“That Great Britain had been a de- 
cadent nation ever since’ her’ victory 
over the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State, because hers was an unrighteous. 
unGodly cause, and divine judgment was 
bound, eventually, to overtake the pow- 
erful nation that waged such a war. 

“That the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
wes an iInquitous alliance against all 
the white races, England proving ab- 
‘Oiutely her faithlessness as a Christian 
nation; that Japan was honeycombing 
india with sedttion, and flooding 
w.th spies, while professing openly to 
be England's friend and ally. 

“That the only way to counteract this 
alllance was for Germany and America 
'o act together at an early date, or 
America would have to fight the Jap- 
anse tn ten months. 

In the Event of War. 


. That in the event of a great war

colon'es, especially those in the Pacific, 
ind that all he would take for Germany 
would tbe Egypm, though he would lib- 
srate the Holy Land from the yoke of 
the infidel, presumably meaning the 


' sultan. 


“That the perfecting of the Zeppelin 
dirigible balloon would give Germany a 
powerful advantage in war, and she was 
ready to make use of it to the fullest 
extent."’ 

The World declares that Emperor WiI- 
liam knew when he made these _ state- 
ments that Dr. Hale was an American 
newspaper man and magazine writer, 
but, nevertheless, the statements were 
madg without reservation, and na. se 
crecy was imposed. The interview had 
been formally arranged through the 
German foreign office, it is said, and 
tloat at the conclusion of the Interview 
Dr. Hale returned to Berlin and told 
high officials of the foreign office of the 
sticcess he had had. 

“They forbade him to pub! ish it,’’ The 
World story continues. ‘Then they ex- 
plained to him, at some length, thet 
even a hint at possibilities so serious, 
coming from one who had been the 
emperor's guest, might throw the whole 
world into the most disastrous war of 
all thme. The attitude of these officials 
is said to have been that the emperor 
was irresponsible when he gave way to 
such fits of temper.’’ 

Dr. Hale Obeyed. 


It is said Dr. Hale obeyed the § in- 
structions of the foreign office in the 
preparation of hils interview, but . later, 
when the manuscript was submitted to 
the high German officfals, “they are 


‘said to have so butchered {t that little 


whteh was worth while was left.’ It 
was in this final form, according to The 
World, that the article was accepted by 
the Century. It was practically ready 
for publication when the request came 
from Berlin that even the interview, in 
its revised form, be suppressed. Then 
the electrotypes and.all copies of the in- 
terview were destroyed before the public 
annoumcement that the interview had 
been withdrawn was made. 


TUBERCULOSIS REMEDY. 


Jacksonville Physictan Claims to 
Have Perfected Remedy. 


Jacksonville, Mla., November 21.—Dr. 
M. Souvielle, a prominent local physi- 
cian, formerly of Paris and London hos- 
pitals, and a member of the ilnterna- 
tional Congress on Tuberculosis, has 
just perfect a new remedy for the 
prevention of tuberculosis. 

He claims that it Is a positive preven- 
tive of that dread disease, although it 
will not necessarily cure it after it has 
a firm hold on the patient. 

Dr. Souvielle expects to lecture before 
the state boards of health in all the 
leading states on this subject during 
the year 1909.

As an {Hustration of this fact, the re- 
sults of the Schools’ Improvement A8so- 
cation are presented. Before the ladies 
of the school improvement committee 
of the Alabama federation took up this 
work, there was no effort at beautify- 
ing grounds or perfecting a great many 
things. that are essential to the real ed- 
ucation of the children. This move- 
ment, largely origtnating in AladDama, 
has spread to all sections of the coun- 
try, and, recognized as a real depart- 
ment in all efforts for school advance- 
ment. It ie Mkewise expected that with 
the sentiment thus fostered that it wi!l 
be no trouble to induce the next sesslon 
of the legislature to pass a law pro- 
viding for women on the county boards,

Forestry Plans. 


In a speech introducing Enos Mills 
at the Wednesday session of the wom- 
an'’s federation, John H. Wallace, Jr., 
secretary of the Alabama forestry com- 
mission, outlined briefly some of his 
plans for forestry service in tne-future. 
At the present time there is no forester 
paid for and under contro! of the state. 
J. H. tPoster, an attache of the na- 
tional forestry ureau in Washington, 
has been kt work in the state for several 
weeks, and while he ig under the direc- 


as a matter of fact he is responsible to 
the national organization rather than to 
the state. 

Mr. Wallace noted in hig address that 
Alabama now has about $20,000 surplus 
in the game and fish protection fund, 
and that by the time the next legisia- 
ture assembled this surplus will have 
been increased to at least $75,000, He 
is now using the county game wardens 
as county foresters, and the state l4w 
allows the boards of revenue of tne va- 
rious counties to appropriate as much 
as $2650 a year for compensgation to 
these county officers. This in a sense 
affords protection to the forests and the 
growing trees, but not to such extent 
as to be adequate. Yr. Wallace’ pro- 
poses that the surplus in the game and 
fish protection fund be set aside for the 
payment of a state forester and assist- 
ants, and that Alafbama establish it- 
self upon a high plane with regard to 
forest preservation. 

Mr. Wallace anticipates that wita the | 
increased interest in forestry service 
and the respect which the law now on 
the statwte books has already com- 
manded, that it will be an easy mat- 
ter and a comparatively small expense 
to put the estate in line with the most 
progressive with this class of. work. He 
held several conferences with Enos 
Mills, who is one of the greatest ex- 
perts on forestry in the country, and 
secured from him a vast amount of 
data which he proposes to utilize in fos- 
tering and developing sentiment for the 
protection of forests of the state. 


Mr. Murphy Cared For. 


It will be a source of gratification to 
all classes of citizens in the south that 
the Carnegie board has made provi- 
sion for Edgar Gardner Murphy, the re- 
tiring secretary of the Southern Educa- 
tion Board. Mr. Murphy was for a long 
time a resident of Montgomery, where 
he now holds his citizenship, though liv- 
ing in New Haven, Conn. He ploneered 
in many of the educational crusades that 
have resulted in great good all over the 
country. One of the movements that 
was greatly strengthened by his sup- 
port was the local tax. He has been 
of education and with southern educa- 
tion generally a long time, and nas been 
efficient in accomplishing great good. 

Mr. Murphy is the originator of ffie 
conference for education in the south. 
This conference grew out of a desire on 
his part to brimg together the working 
echool men of the south, and the men 
of the north and east who were in- 
clined either with time or money to ad- 
vance the educational needs of this sec- 


tion of the country. 
Mr. Murphy has been in failing health | 


for the past three years, and was s0 
ill at the Memphis meeting in April 
that he was not alble to be out for sev- 
eral days after it closed. Since that 
time he has been at his some in New 
Haven endeavoring to recuperate for @ 
line of literary work which he has had 
in hand for some time. He gave con- 
siderable attention to the southern su- 
perintendents of education on their re- 
cent visit to New York and New Eng- 
land schools, and so exhausted him- 
self that he was not able to come south 
on the Ist of November, as was his [n- 
tention. Tiowever, he now expects fo 
be in Montgomery before Christmas, 
and will probably remain here for sev- 
eral weeks.

Almand, a successful farmer and busi- 
ness man of Washington. “TI kept 
pretty close account of expenses and 
labor and I am certain that the 800 
bushels diq not cost me over $65.”’ 

Besides having been produced at the 
remarkably low cost of° 8 cents per 
bushel, the corn which Mr. Almand

The problem of sewage disposal is one that vitally affects Atlanta's 


its finances and its future. It must be solved. It is impossible for the 


city to grow and to expand unless its sewage system keeps pace. 


The watersheds on which the Western and Atlantic railroad, the Central | 
of Georgia, and the Georgia railroad now enter Atlanta, divide the area of 


the city into three drainage basins. The rainfall and the sewage of the city 
flows through. seven: main trunk lines of sewers, emptying into small water 


courses and are finally carried by the South river and the Octnulgee into the 


| Atlantic ocean, or through the Chattahoochee river to the gulf of Mexico. 


Today’s article, which is worthy of perusal by every reader of The Con- 
stitution, deals with the territory drained by Peachtree creek. This district 


embraces 84 miles, or one-third of the drainage surface, but the streams of 
this district which flow into Peachtree creek receive one-half of the total 
sewage of Atlanta. 

The same conditions that are shown to prevail here, prevail in greater 
or less degree in other parts of the city. 

The proof is convincing that Atlanta’s sewer and sewage disposal sys- 
tem is inadequate; that it is a menace to health and to future progress; and 
a source of financial loss to the city should other communities even insist 
upon their rights and institute suits for damages. 3 

Baltimore's experience in this line should serve as an object lesson to 
Atlanta. That great city issued $10,000,000 of bonds to perfect an entirely’ 
new sewage system that would prevent the discharge of the city’s sewage 
into Chesapeake Bay and tributaries. The old system was resulting in pollut- 
ing the waters of the bay and menacing the health of the whole country by 
contaminating the oyster beds. 

BALTIMORE’S NEW SYSTEM EFFECTUALLY DISPOSES OF ITS 
WASTE AND THE EFFLUENT !IS DISCHARGED IN THE GREATEST POs- 
SIBLE DEGREE OF PURITY. 

Atlanta with no great Chesapeake Bay to receive its sewage, causes the 
great trunk sewers, following the natural course of waterways, to empty into 
small streams, defiling those streams, contaminating the air, poisoning dairy 
cattle and giving to waste and to marshes productive lands that should be 
invaluable to the city’s increasing population. 

Conditions existing today will become more aggravated and more grievous 
in their consequences as population increases. :

ABUSE OF PURE FOOD LAW. 


The alleged wholesale abuse of the national pure food law is very apt 


to prove costly for those engaged in it. 

It is charged that manufacturers, meat packers, distillers and rectifiers 
have attempted to make capital out of the pure food and drugs act and have 
taken undue liberties with the government. 

The ‘law was intended to guarantee the purity of food, drugs and drinks 


by preventing the use of harmful adulierants. The ingredients of all man- 
ufactured products registered with the government were to be plainly stated 
upon the label. 

By this means the purchaser was to be enabled to know whether the food 
and drugs he purchased for his familyewere pure, and to know what they 
contained. 

In the case of whiskies, the distillers or rectifiers were required to state 
whether they were pure, blended or imitation. Thus the purchaser might 
know what he was buying. 

A number of enterprising persons conceived the idea that if they regis- 
tered their products with the government, it would be a profitable thing to 
State that they were guaranteed under the pure food and drugs act of 
June 320, 1906. 

The commissioner of patents, in a sweeping decision handed down a few 
days ago, declares that such inscriptions “where intended to imply thdt the 
government is responsible for the purity of the goods’ will be refused reg: 
istration. 

An army of government inspectors is employed in detecting violations 
of the pure food law. Where goods.are sold in violation of the law, punish- 
ment follows. 

In the case of meat products, government inspectors personally examine 
every carcass which passes through a packing house, and: before it can be 
sold or made up into food products it is stamped “U. S. Inspected and 
passed.” | | 

In the case of most food and drugs the government simply permits the 
goods to be registered and accepts the manufacturers’ words that the labels 
are correct. Where this is proven to be a false assumption, violations are 
banished and the fraudulent goods confiscated.

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REVIEW OF COTTON 
FOR THE PAST WEEK 


The activity tn the market @4uring 
the past week has been largely con- 
fined to the contract market, prices for 
futures closing at a net advance of 


about twenty-five points above last 
prices 
seen in ménths. For the past six weeks 
the change in spots has been insignifi- 
cant, and although contracts are now 
selling almost Ic above the iow point, 
spots have hardly advanced |-2c. The 
heavy stocks of cotton hejd in the in- 
tertor points as well as at the ports 
has naturally worked against prices, as 
spinners have not yet entered the spot 
market on a large scale, preferring to 
cover their forward sales by purchase 
of March, May and July contracts on 
the exchange. ; 

The action of the revision committee 
of the New York cotton exchange in 
lowering their differences on high 
grades met with the approval of the 
trade. and: ia considered bullish, as it 
will tend to keep cotton away from 
New York, and as long as the New 
York stock is held down around pres- 
ent figures, short sales in that market 
prove dangerous. It looks as 
though the New York exchange has 
come to the realization of the fact that 
to secure the hedging business of the 
spinners, and spot people, they will 
have to offer a contract which will give 
protection. 

The ginners’ report, published Satur- 
day, proved to be slightly under ex- 
pectations, the amount ginned up to 
the 14th of November showing 9,630,- 
000, against 7,801,000 the same date last 
year and 9,767,000, the big crop year of 
1904-05, when the tota] crop figured 
t3,697,000. The ginning for the period 
reported in this last report shows that 
the per day ginning has dropped down 
to. 120,000, and it is confidently believed 
that the reports to follow will show a 
most dé6eided dropping off, and that the 
amount ginned for the remainder of 
the season will be the smallest ginned 
in years for corresponding date. On 
December 9 the government will issue 
its estimate on the total crop, and this 
estimate is looked forward to with a 
‘great deal of interest. Private esti- 
mates range from 12,000,000 to |4,000,- 
000, although the majority of these 
estimates fall slightly under. !3,000,000. 

Secretary Hester’s weekly statement, 
published in Saturday's Constitution, 
ishows the amount brought inte sight 
for the week as 873,075, which is a de- 
cided dropping off from last week, al- 
though still well ahead of lest year. 
For the 8! days of this season the 
movement shows an increase of 1,529,- 
000, while the exports this season are 
676,000 ahead of those last year. The 
spinners’ takings continue heavy, and 
now total 2,969,000, against 2,400,000 


‘buy steadily, even if they do not care 
to load up, as their warehouses are 
practically bare of cotton. 

The dry goods market continues to 
improve, and prices are steadily ad- 
vanced. Sales of two-ply skeins are re- 
ported at 19 1-2 to 20c for “20's,” while 
single Warps are selling at 18 1-2c. 
Boston wires that stocks of yarns are 
being rapidly lifted from the market; 
and advices from New York are to the 
effect that a fair week's business in 
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‘that market. “One ‘of the largest 
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rok hands would clear up the stocks

that sales tn the New York market 
during the past fifteer days aggregate 
about 10,000 cases, of which },000 was 
for export. The death of China's ruler 
has temporarily curtailed the demand 
from that country, but good business 
ig reported from Manila, Colombia and 
South American points, and the export 
business done the past week compares 
favorably with that of the weeks pre- 
ceding. 

The stocks of manufactured goods 
held by the mills and jobbers is steadily 
decreasing, and it is claimeq by some 
that the amount of these stocks has 
been greatly overestimated. For in- 
stance, it has been generally reported 
that China’s stock of goods is tremen- 
dous, but, according to edvices from 
Shanghai, the stock Of goods in that 
market on JOctober I5 totaled 9,047,000 
pieces, against !2,043,000 at the same 
date last year and 16,622,000 the year 
previous. 

There is a splendid demand for spot 
cotton for forward deliveries, begin- 
ning January and running through to 
July, but the apot people refuse to sell 
these deferred shipments except at 
remendous premiums; consequently 
very little business of this character is 
being done, as spinnerg prefer to buy 
spots only for immediate requirements 
end hedge their forward sales by pur 
chase of contracts in the future mar- 
kets. It is hard to fing a mill now 
which is not running on full time and 
most of the mills are taking orders 
which will run them well into next 
year. The improvement in the European 
mills has not been so fast, but it is 
steady and Burope continues to take 
our cotton in large quantities, sales to 
\Liverpool last week showing the record 
mount for this season. 

\So far the effect of the meetings held 
by the Farmers’ Union in New Orleans 
and by the Southern Cotton Association 
in Memphis has not deen felt to any 
great extent and cotton is offered free- 
ly in the country at practically the same 
‘prices which prevailed six weeks aga. 
Reports from the western belt, how- 

ever, indicate a sharp falling off in re- 
ceipts and more inclination on part of 
| the producers to*~ hold. Many claim 
‘that 76 per cent of the Texas crop has 
‘already been sold and that the rest

MONEY RUIN OF PORTUGAL 
DUE TO YEARS OF GRAFTING 


Finances of Country in Wretched 
Condition—Drastic Reforms 
Necessary. 


Lisbon, Wednesday, November i!.-- 
The wretched condition of the country’s 
finances, due to years of “grafting” and 
mismanagement, in the course of 
which the most profitable industries of 
the country, like tobacco and +metches, 
have been sold to monopolies, continues 
to Occupy the government. Short loans, 
advanced principally by the two rich 
monopolies above mentioned, bearing 6) 
and 7 per cént interest, are being re- 
newed by the fayment of heavy com- 
missions with the deposit of state and 
railroad funds as additional security. 
With the state of the country’s credit 
at this low ebb, the estimated budget 
for 1909 shows a deficit of $5,000,000 
(receipts $71,000,000: expenditures $786.- 
000,000). The half-yearly taxes due at 
the end of the year will hardly meet 
the interest on the public debt and 
floating loans. 

In this quandary the government has 
decided to apply the knife rigorously, 
and it is announced that the following 
“reforms” will be snbmitted to the 
cortes when it assembles in January: 
Reduction of half-pay allowances now 
given to anny and navy officers (there 
are now abot 600 generals on the re- 
tired list), $800,000; reduction in the 
numyber and pay of fiscal guards to 
prevent smuggling to the detriment of 
the tobacco monopoly, $600,000: - reor- 
ganization of police and municipal 
guarde, $700,000; and reorganization 
and reduction in the personnel of the 
educational system, $60,000.

TREASURY ALMOST: EMPTY 


— 


In Addition te Debt to Pensioners 
the State Is Far Behind in Pay- 
ment to Teachers—The Gov- 
erner Cannot Borrow 
Enough to Pay. 


There is a probability. that the con- 
‘ederate veterans of Georgia may not 
get their, fourth quarterly pensions in 
time for Christmas. 

The. law provides that they shall be 
paid between October |! and December 
10, but the ‘indications are that the 
state will not have the money to meet 
this payment and at the same time give 
the teachers’ money due them since 


‘Jast March on account of salary. 


Heretofore the veterans have been re- 
ceiving their annual pension payments 
in a lump sum in advance in January 
or February of each year. The last leg- 
islature changed this plan and permit- 
ted quarterly pension payments to be 
substituted. 

There still remains to the veterans 
$232,000 due for this year’s pensions. 
Judge John W. Lindsey, pension com- 
missioner, is sending out a circular let- 
ter tg all the ordinaries of the state 
urging them to be patient and keep 
down any alarm on part of the pen- 
sicners, 

Judge Lindsey's Letter. 


The pension commissioner's letter fol- 
lows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November i6, i908— 
Judge Ordinary.—My Dear Sir: ‘his 
Saokitesent is all checked up and ready 
to pay the fourth quarter pensions, but 
I am advised that the state has not the 
money to make the payment. 

‘Say to the pensioners as they call nor 
to be alarmed; that payment will be 
made at the earliest day possible when 
the funds are availabte.

State’s Funds Running Low. 


Despite the fact that the veterans and 
the teachers have not been paid, the 
balance in the state treasury is run- 
hing low.

EXEMPTION CLAUSE ABUSED

It has Deen discovered that the les- 
sees of the Western and Atlantic have 
néver paid the income tax provided in 
the legislative act making the original 
lease.

road operators in the state. 

When No Roads Paid Taxes. 


Prior to 1873 no railroads in Georgia 


were required to pay any ad valorem 
taxes, Exemption from such tax w28s 
set forth in the charters of some roads, 
but even those which had no such char- 
ter exenxyptions were not required to pay 
the tax. The state treated all railroads 
alike. <All were required to pay a tax 
of one-half of | per cent on net in- 
come.

High-speed prac- 
tices during the week have proved that 
everything good said of the Savannah 
course ts true. 

On their arrival the foreign drivers, 
when they did express themselves, naa 
few words of praise for this course, 
but after making the 25.131 miles in 
2: minutes and a fraction several timcs 
during the week they now, of their own 
accord, proclaim the Savannah course 
faster than anything in this country. 
In trying to make the roads more than 
dustless, too much oil Was put On at 
first, and a week ago today it appeared 
as though the result might be disastrous 
et a 100-mile clip. Heavy rains fol- 
lewed by warm, bright days, and the 
turning clip of the 40 cars going Over 
the course at from 75 to !00 miles per 
hour for four hours each day, Nas 
oaused surplus oi] to s0ak into the 
ground, leaving the course as hard as 
macadam in many places, 

The practice of the greatest racing 
cars in the world entered in the grand 
prise, and the fastest things on wheels 
weighing between 850 and 1,600 pounds, 
entered in the light car race, is attract- 
ing more people to the course each day 
than witnessed the start of the stock 
car races in March. Both of the large 
grand stands, seating 16,000 people, 
have been completed and their appear- 
ance at the practice hour is encourag- 
ing to say the least to the officials of 
the A. C. A., who are all here now and 
the members of the Savannah Auto 
a“ ub. 

Final preparations for guarding the 
course, which made the March races 2 
subject of favorable comment to the 
automobile world, and which is going 
to be one of the most prominent féez- 
wires of the grand prize and light car 
races, are nearing completion. Every 
one of the 14 commands of the Savan- 
nah military have been assigned to sta- 
tions and each company has received 
600 rounds of ammunition. The ammu- 
nition is not blank cartridges, but that 
such as is used in case of riot and tie 
men will have positive orders to fire 
should their orders against obstructing 
the course be disregarded. This fact 
was forcibly brought out at the last 
races held in Savannah, when threa 
shots were fired over as many persons’ 
heads who refused to sky on one side of 
the course when ordeered.

Careful calculation of the production of au- 
tomobiies in American next year places the 
output of all the factories close to 76,000 
cars. This total product, valued at approxi- 
mately $120,000,000, will be butit by 
manufacturers, which means that a car will 
be marketed for about every 1,000 of popula- 
tion in the country and that the car will 
average §1,600 in. price. This flux of auto- 
mobiles into tht American martet will amount 
to near)y half as many carg as have 
been acquired since the sale of automobiles 
began, the number already owned being 
about 150,000 cars. 

Of the next year’s product the large propor- 
tion will be bullt by comparatively few 
manufacturing concerns. The product of the 
Maxwell-Briscoe Motor Company, it ts ex- 
pected, will be 9,000 cars, or about 12 per 
cent of the total American product, and its 
value will be These figures are 
significant when the large number of manu- 
facturers is. taken 1! consideration.

Population. 


Atlanta is peculiarly Mlesseid by na- 
ture, being situated in the Piedmont re- 
gion on @ series of high-roHing, wind- 
swept ridges, approximately 1,000 fret 
above sea level. The natural drainage, 
the elevation. and the geographical lo- 
cation have made her the foremost of all 
southern cities. Our climate is equaled 
few and excelled by none. The word 
“Atlanta’’ means business activity, life, 
and movement. The rate of mortality 
in this section compares favorably with 
that of other sections, but when it comes 
tu our municipal rates, we have become 
“lax in our municépal housekeeping,’ 
as wilil be seen by referring to recent 
report by the Allanta chamber of com- 
merce, showing our high death rate, per 
100.000 of population. What is the cause 
of this? It lack of proper sanftary 
methods. <A latie study of the exist- 
ing conditions, will show what has 
brought this about. 

By referring to a government map, we 
rscertain that three diverging railroad 
‘ines, in the aity, folowing what is 
commonly termed a “watershed’’ di- 
vide the city of Atlanta into three dls- 
‘inet drainage districts. These three 
railroads in question were constructed 
previous to the war; they are (!) the 
Central of Georgia railroad to Macon, 
(2) the Western and Atlantic railroad 
to Chettanooga, and (3) the Georgia 
railroad to Augusta, Ga. 

By referring to Plate No. | (herewith 
appended) the above conditions are 
easily noted. 

Theat section lying between the West- 
ern and Afiantic raitroad diverging to 
the northwest, and the Georgia railroad, 
diverging to the southeast, has a nat- 
ural drainewe towards the north of the 
city. Consequentiy the surface drain- 
age ‘flows either into Peachtree creek 
or the tributaries thereof. In the de- 
sign and construction of sewers, the 
most economical and practionblie way to 
handie same is to follow the natural 
outfelis, es near as possible. Sewer 
lines cagamot be iald Mike gas or water 
pipes, but the sewage must flow on 
caboulated grades towards a dischers- 
ing or receiving point.

New outfalls are bvullt, and we now 
have existing in the city seven matin 
trunk sewers or ovtifalls discharging 
their sewege into sm4il water courses. 
These eventually flow either into the 
Chattahoochee river and thence to the 
Gulf of Mexico, or

of city sewage is being added to and 
increased every day, consequemly the 
amount of sewage finally flowing into 
the smaller streams and thence to the 
rivers becomes greater with the city’s 
Zrowth.

Degrees of Purity in Water, 


In the earlier days our creeks and 
river waters in a state of neture varied 
greatly in purity. Some were clear and 
sparking, some were muddy and high- 
ly colored. Because a stream is dis- 
colored is no final evidence that it is im- 
pure. It may bave certain chemical con- 
stituents or hold in golution, Cfinely 
divided particles, which give it the ap- 
pearance of being dirty. Ssdbsidence of 
this color Mm exesessive amounts, how- 
ever, tend to render it unfit as a pota- 
ble water or for menufacturing  pur- 
poses.

We, there- 


fcre, consider contamination as poten- 
tial infection, !tnasmuct as infection 
originated in contamination. 

Suppose we consider a specific exam- 


pie. The possible contamination of the 
water of Peachtree creek, which by 
again referring to plate No. |, we 
note, lies directly north of the city of 
Atlanta, and flowe from east to west. 
Upon inepection of this piate, with 
particular reference to crossed hatched 
area, we note that at least 1-3 of the 
city’s dratnmage, and in reality over half 
of its sewage following the natural 
water course, would flow into the 
streams which finally become a portion 
of Peachtree creek. As a matter of 
fact there are two very lavge trunk 
|sewers, namely the Butler etreet outfall 
and the Orme etreet outfall, which Mr. 
W. F. Nelson, staff photographer of 
The Atlanta Constitution, has photo- 
graphed for this report. - 
Plate No. 2 is the storm water ouut- 
fall for Butler aetreet trunk s®wer. 
About 300 yards above the mouth of 
this sewer and within sight of Ponce 
dc Leon avenue, near the foot of Fifth 
atreet, the sanitary or domestic sew- 
age, QuNng normal times is inter- 
cepted and carried by means of a tile 
pipe conduit to a point in Piedmont 
park, northeast of the corner of Jack- 
son and Tenth streets. This is shown 
by plate No. 38. 


Plate No. 4 shows the diecharge of the 


{ Orme street sewer at a point about 4-00 


yards north of HDmmett street, whicn 
; te directly west of West Peachtree 
street. Referring back to plate No 2, 
| We note that when this photograph was 
taken, there was apparently no flow of 
_ sewerage through same. This is pbe- 
cause of the fact that this large out- 
fall is made only te take care Of the 
combined sanitary @ischarge and the 
storm water overfiow, when the sani- 
.tary intercept becomes surcharged. 


Kfteect of Proper Construction. 


Referring to plate No. 3, we see the 
effect of improper construction at the 
discharge point. Here two lengths of 
the tile pipe conduit have broken Off, 
due presumably to wash of the sewer- 
age discharge, and are lying in tbe 
ditch. Referring to the Urme street 
outfall, plate No. 4, to the left of the 
picture, can be seen the pool formed Py 
the flow; with the sewage scum upon 
it—this pool being formed Dy wash 
of discharged sewage at the mouth of 
this ®outfall. The day on which this 
picture was taken the sewage flowed 
through at an estimated depth of about 
1% feet. 

By these pictures it is easy to note 
the Jarge volume of the city’s sew- 
age that is hourly and daily being dis- 
charged by the two matin trunk dines 
under consideration, all of which final- 
ly flows into Peachtree creek. 

By referring to the government topo- 
graphical maps, we estimate that the 
drainage area for Peachtree creek & 
practically 84 square miles in the ter- 
ritory under congideration—to be ¢xX- 
act, above the points where the sew- 
age from these two main sewers reacn 
the said stream.

In studying polluation of streams,‘ of 
course it is to be considerad that there 
are a great Many other sofirces of con- 
tamination outside of municipal sewage. 
Manufacturing wastes, the population 
on the water shed, the natural drain- 
age, etc, have a great bearing upon 
the subject. Self-purViication of streams 
is of great importance in connection 
with the subject of pollution of streams. 
This is arrived at mainly through 4!lu- 
tion. The velocity of stream flow. 
time, light and other agencies, al) of 
which have a bearing on the subfect. 
To a certain extent polluted streams 
tend to purify themselves in their flow. 
The dictum that “a stream once pol- 
luted always polluted” {s not absolutely 
true, but natural @@encies and certain 
conditions govern 4nd by an examina- 
tion of the stream in 
readily see that within the shoft 
tance between the admission of sewage 
into Peachtree creek and its mouth, 
there fs not, we can safely state. enough 
dilution and other natura! agencies to 
purify the stream in question to such 
an extent that {t would not be dancer- 
ous to beast or mankind. 


Peachtree Creek Unsanitary. 


The writer has heen most thoroughly 
Impressed with the unsanitary condi- 
tions of Peachtree creek during the last 
six months. As consulting engineer for 
the Fulton county commissioners, on the 
erection of the new reinforced concrete

as low water periods exist, such as are 
possible in the vicinity of Atlanta, one 
of which ia Mable to occur eyery year. 
The ordinary mean flow would practi- 
cally be about 50,000,000 gallons daily. 
Assuming that the city of Greater At- 
lanta has under the new city limits 
for 1910 (these limits being shown on 
Plate No. !), 160,000 inhabitants, and 
that the sewage from at least one-third 
of this population flows into Peachtree 
creek, basing our calculation on the 
waterworks records, we find there is a 
consumption of 83 gallons per capita 
per diem. There is,,of course, a cer- 
tain amount of street wash, waler used 
for generating steam, etc., which does 
not reach the sewers, but there are a 
great many private water plants, and 
hence it is admissable to consider the 
average flow of sewage equal to the 
consumption per capita, Then the flow 
of sanitary sewage imto Pegchtree 
creek would be practically 6,225,000 
fallons. per diem, or one-third of the 
amount of water in the stream at low 
water periods, and practically. one- 
eighth af the amount of water at nor- 
mal times, 


Effect of Sewage on Streams. 


Now, assuming that the water in the 
ereek and all of its tributaries Is 
thoroughly satisfactory in character, 
reasonably clear and containing no ex- 
cessive amount of foreign matter, and 
no other pollution of the water shed, 
the problem is to ascertain the affect 
On and the pollution of the stream by 
the sewage «oming from these two out- 
falls. 

First of all, we must know the char- 
acter of the sewage itself. This re- 
Quireg the making of necessary amaly- 
sis and bacterial examinations in order 
to learn the amount and character of 
the organic and inorganic constituents 
of same. To do this, it is not sufii- 
Cclent to collect a single sample ai ran- 
dom, because the oharacter of domestie 
and sanitary sewage changes from time 
to time. During certain hours of the 
Ray there will] be an excesg of certain 
class of organic matter. During an- 
other portion of the day this will be 
entirely changed. The investigation 
must be extemied over a period of time, 
#0 as to ascertaim all the conditions. The 
manufacturing wastes must be espe- 
cially studied. To do this would re- 
quire the services of an expert and his 
assistant, and also a chemist and bac- 
terbologist. For our argument, by way 
of cormpari@on, we can use the data 
from other investigations. 


Some Interesting Figures. 


Recent computations, analyses and es- 
timates by leading authorities, give us 
tables whereby we can calculate the 
organic and inorganic matter in sew- 
age. By referring to recent tables we 
find that the estimated number of bae- 
teria in eewage per capita, per day, 
fe ordinarily 390,000,000,000. With the 
eomiitions of Atlanta as they are, and 
based on this information and the fact 
that our consumption of water per 
capita, is about 83 gallons, there would 
be about 840,000 bacteria in a cubic 
centimeter of sewage under normal 
conditions (a thimble full is equivalent 
in volume to that of a cubic centt- 
meter), Then to ascertain the number 
of bacteria indicating sewage contami- 
nation is our desire. It is usually 10 
per cent er over, and the bacteria are 
commonty termed colon-baciNus. Based 
on the figures above there would be 
@bout 63,000 per cubic centimeter.

Durfne the summer months, when 
the stream was low and at a point below 
where the Butler street sewer discharges 
into the creek, the character of ‘silt and 
mud in the bed of the stream was 0- 
vius, even to an inexperienced eye. The 
odors that arose from the sluggish wa- 
ter, the vapors that emanated on an 
early summer morning, were of such a 
nature that breathing was difficult unt!! 
the lungs became accustomed to the ob 
noxiows odors, and one sight of the 
“muck” taken from the foundation cof- 
fer dams wae enough to convince that 
the purification of Atlanta’s sewage and 
other wastes before being discharged 
into Peachtree creek was, and is a mat- 
ter of primary tmportance, not only to 
the property ownere along the banks of 
said stream, but to all people living 
in this city and county. 

At low water times, when the dilution 
of the sewage discharged into Peadch- 
tree creek ig about 3 to |, the amount 
of contamination per gallon is so great 
that lerge quantities of Suspended or- 
®anic matter hel@ in solution in the 
sewage ts deposited along the banks of 
the stream. 

It is a fact that fresh sewage, if not 
taken into the stomach, is neither in- 
jurious to nealth nor very offensive to 
smeli, but when allowed to remain in 
the afr it becomes putrescent and ob- 
noxious and dangerous.

Such places are 
the favorite resert of flies and mosquitoes, 
who carry with them the pofsonous rms 
developed in the sewers and convey in- 
fection over ‘a wide area. 

it has been shown by the officia) reports 
of army surgeons that f)f%. froin such places 
are active agents of infection for typhoid 
fever and were the dsrect cause of the epi- 
demic of this disease originating at the 
Chickamauga efcampment during the Span- 
ish war. Infection from that camp spread 
all over Georgia and 600 cases were 
to Fort McPherson. [t has alsv been demon- 
strated beyond question, by army surgeons 
in Cuba and Panama, that moequitoes are 
distributers of infection for malaria and other 
diseases as well as yellow fever. 

The contaminated water flowing out of 
these sewers poiluted the streams into which 
they fall and cows drinking it become in- 
fected purveyors of diseass. 

As %efore stated, the estimated low 
water flow of the siream is about i8,- 
000,000 to 20,000,000 gailons per dey, 
‘but under flood flow the volume of wa- 
ter may increase from i100 to 160 times. 
Tais, of course, dtimtes the sewage 
very largely, but it also has a ten- 
dency, when the steam eubsides from 
overfiow, to deposit sediment and leave 
pools of sewage on low places, there 
to putrify and breed mosquitoes, dis- 
ease, etc. 

On referring to the service drainage 
map, plate No. |, tt is seen that 
present points 
sewer and the Butler street sewer dis- 
charge their contents are within the 
city limits, consequently it becomes evi- 
dent that we not only have to consider 
the conditions existing along the banks 
of Peacntree creek proper, but the 
streams that aot as carriers from the 
mouth of the outfall to the point where 
they discharge into the creek.

While all the subjects mentioned under the 
sanitation are important, the ques- 
Water supply @d drainage are pre 
The need of an abundant supply of 
pure water is universally admitted. Thought- 
ful persong must also concede the necessity 
for proper sewers, and methods of disposal 
of the effluent that will be least objection- 
able. The subjects of water supply and 
drainage are so fundamental for a city thaé 
either one alone cornstitutes a stupendous 
subject in a city of Atlanta's size and 
prospects. We will, therefore, confine our 
Sugsestions OW to one of these subjecta, 
viz., drainage 
. The reasons why 
ed drainuge, rather 
presenting at this time, 
In the avstract the two questions are per- 
haps of equal {mportance, but for the city 
or Atlanta we think the emphasis would be 
piaced on drainage because is being rela- 
tively neglected. The waterworks system is 
being ‘loped and is getting considerable 
Sums for its extension, while the sewers are 
receiving little nothing in the way of 
approvriations, beyond the extension of some 
laterals Perhaps the fact that there is @a@ 
water board has something to do with this 
contrast. It, verry properly, keeps the need 
ef the water departinent before council and 
the public. The sewers have nobody special- 
ly charged with ¢t interest, and it is 
large'y a case of ‘‘out of sight, out of 
mind.*’ 


Growth of the City Hampered. 


The engineers fee! that they can state 
without fear of contradiction, that the proper 
development of our sewer system, Including 
methods of sewage disposal. is the most im- 
portant question now confronting our city. 
The growth of the city is being hampered 
by the unsanitary conditions surrounding the 
outhets @f the seven trunk sewers. The 
Streams flowing from these sewers are se 
offensive that the vallevs through which 
they flow are almost abandoned and are be- 
ing given up to swamp and waste land. 
They have become noisome spots, suitable 
for the breeding of mosquitoes and other 
pests that favorable breezes carry far over 
the populated districts. The land contiguous 
to the sewer branches is being abandoned 
for cultivation as well as for habitation. It 
is evidently unfit for a stock range. Its use 
for the latter purfose is one of the strongest 
arguments in favor of the necessity of com 
recting the conditions mentioned. To sllow 
cattle, used for dairy purposea, to have ac 
@ ss to a polluted stream 18 to invite disenee. 
How far the contamination extends, under 
our present system, would be hard to deter- 
mine. The safest method would be to removwd. 
as far as possible, the cause of the contami- 
nation.

Then the Iand has become so 
valuable that it. encourages crowGing ip tne 
homes built over and about the completed 
sewer. Thus the evil of the sewer branch is 
perpethated and becomes a menace to the 
moral as well as the physical well being of 
the Inhabitants through the. effect of over- 
crowding. (Typical examples of al! the caon- 
ditions cited can be found in the districte _s 
the Orme and Butlef §treet sewers). 

The Law on the Subject. 

The above quotations from 4 former 
report are apropos to the situation now 
—and said report and suggestions there- 
in will be referred to in a tater article. 

With the above information before us, 
the maps and photographs showmg 
graphically the conditions that exist, 
and an imvestigation of the situation,

excuses no one—the writer has had com- 
piled an abstract of the Georgia 1aws, 
showing the rights of riparian owners. 
The following was secured for tais pat- 
ticular article, and is beyond question 
worthy of consideration, and is as fol- 
lows: 


Rights of riparian owners and liability of 
municipalities for damages because of pol- 
lution of flowing streams by discharge of 
sewage therein. ; 

The code of Georgia of 1895, section 3057, 
defines the rights as follows: “Running wa- 
ter, while on land, belongs to the owner of 
it, but he has no power to direct it from the 
usual channel, nor can he so use or ADUL- 
TERATE it as to interfere with the enjoy- 
ment of it by the next owner.”’ This right is 
differently expressed in section 8879 as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The owner of land is entitied’ to the 
free and exclusive enjoyments of all water 
courses, not navigable, flowing over his land, 
and the aduliterating thereof so as to inter- 
fere with its value to him is a trespass upon 
his property.” 

‘The supreme court of Georgia, in the case 
of Satterfield v. Rowan, 83 Ga., section 187, 
has held that ‘under the code. an upper 
ri an owner cannot lawfully pollute oF 
adulterate the water of the stream so as to 
render it unfit for usé by a lower owner 
without being liable for da . The form- 
er has the right to use the water while it le

Holding of Supreme Court. 


In the leading Georgia case on the sub- 
ject, Mayor and Council of Waycross v. 
Houk, the supreme court held as follows: 
“Although raunfcipal authorities may have 
plenary po\wrse in the matter of establishing 
a sewerage system for a \city, they cannot 
lawfully create,* in connection therewith, a 
nuigance dangerous to life or health; . and 
when necessary and proper, a court of equity 
will, at the instance of a citizen injuriously 
affected thereby, enjoin the maintenance of 
the same." In this case, which was decided 
in 1901, the Mayor and Council of Waycross 
were enjoined from continuing the location of 
the mouth of the main sewer of the city at a 
designated point near the premises of the 
complainant, or from extending it, as was 
contemplated, so that the sewage would be 
discharged directly upon fer land. The main 
sewer emptied into a small stream, within 
about 600 feet of complainant's’ premises, 
which was wholly incapable of carrying off 
the vast quantity of sewage discharged into 
it. Mayor and Council of Waycross v. Houk, 
1138 Ga. 963. It ia, clear from this case that 
a court of equity will enjoin the continuance 
of @ nuisance, or will Interfere to prevent a 
threatened nuisance, caused by a municipali- 
ty’s discharging sewage into a flowing 
stream to the injury or hurt of riparian 
owners. 

And a court of equity will, under similar 
circumstances, interfere to arrest such nul- 
gance before it is completed, where the sew- 
age would pollute the waters of a branch 
and make them unfit for use by man 
beast. Butler v. Mayor, etc., of Thormaeville,

such quantities or in such manner as to 
damage or injure property owners along the 
stream. This view is epitomized in the 
American and English Encyclopedia of Law, 
volume 88, page 974, as follo@s: “If a 
municipal corporation, in the absence of 
legal right so to do, causes sewage to pol- 
lute a water course, to the use of which a 
lower land“ owner through whose ‘premises it 
sses is entitied, it is guilty of nuléance, 
which may be recovered.’* 
“And although a city may, without incurring 
Use the water of @ stream for the 


} and 


purpose of emptying sewers into it, when au- 
thorized to take such gteps as may be neces- 
sary, in its discretion, for the proper drain- 
age of the city, it may be held responsible 
if the pollution complained of arises from the 
faulty construction, or unreasonable use of 
the sewers.’’ 


Rights of an Owner. 


It is clear, then, that a riparian owner 
who has been damaged by the discharge 
of sewage by a municipality into a 
stream flowihg through his property, 
thereby causing the pollution of the wa- 
ters of the stream, has recourse to eith- 
er on or both of two lines of procedure, 
(i) He- may maintain an action at law to 
recover damages for injuries which nave 
been caused by the pollution of the 
stream, or (2) he may appeal to a court 
of equity (a) to enjoin the mainte- 
nance of a nuisance already existing, or 
(b) to prevent a threatened nuisance, 
which would be caused by the discharge 
of sewage into a stream. 


Farnham on “Waters and Water 
Rights,” vol. 2. paragraphe 622 and $25, 
summarizes the right of the injured 
party or one who is threatened with in- 
jury in the following words: 

A friparian proprietor whose right to the 
uge and enjoyment of the flow of a stream of 
pure and wholesome water free from corrup- 
tiom end pollution hag been invaded, is with- 


out adequate remedy at law and injunctive. 


relief will be granted where such invasion 
will be continuing, and the extent of the in- 
jurious consequences is contingent and of 
doubtful pecuniary estimation. . . Under 
this rule the pollution of the stream by sew- 
age may be enjoined. 


Baltimore’s Experience. 


The conclusions drawn from the fore- 
going lead wus to tbelieve that we are 
sleeping over a ‘‘mine’’ that may explode 
at any time. The city of Baltimore ar- 
rived at this conclusion some years ago, 
G@e to the fact that its seware was 
being discharged into the tributaries of 
the esapeake bay, and contaminating 
the oyster beds, thus carrying diseage 
to the four quarters of the country, and 
destroying a great commercial industry, 

An act was passed to establish a 
sewer system ‘for the city of Baltimore 
by issuing bonds to the amount of $/0,- 
000,000, and a commission was appoint- 
ed to take charge of the expenditur¢s. 
One olauseé of the entire bill covers the 
entiré ground, and reads as follows:

The following resolution was adopted 
for the aid of the commission in the 
carrying out of tneir duties: 

Resolved, That the effluent proposed, to be 
discharged into the Chesapeake bay or its 
tributaries in the system to be recommended 
by the engineers, shall be of the highest 
practicable degree of purity. 

The city of Baltimore proceeded to or- 
ganize its commission and itg engineer- 
ing foree. Bonds were voted and the 
work is now progressing, and the last 
report of the commission states that 
the work will be carried on until com- 
pletion, which will be, from present 
estimates, about the year 19/4. 

The state of New York has what is 
known as the state department of 
health, with a division of same assign- 
ed to sanitary engineering. The New 
York state department of health ~aving 
jurisdiction in all cases pertaining to 
the pollution of streams, iis composed. of 
a commissioner, a secretary and depu- 
ty commissioner and a division of sani- 
tary engineering. consisting of a chief 
engineer ard four assistants. 


New York Sewerage Laws. 


Under this latter division there are 
a number of laws and regulations cov- 
ering the discharge of sewage into 
stréams and rules Boverning the design 
of sewers, etc., and other general re- 
quirements. From these regulations we 
quote as follows: 


New Yorx State Lawea. 


Discharge of Sewage and other Refuse Mat- 
ter in Certain Waters Prohibited: No  per- 
son, corporation or municipality, shall piace 
or caused to be placed, or discharge or cause 
to be discharged into any of the waters of 
this state, unless the’ same shail have been 
permitted by the state conimissioner of health, 
any sewage, garbagé, offal, dead animal, 
déad fish, dead bird, or part thereof, or any 
decomposable or putrescible matter.of any 
kind or any substance,. chemical or other- 
containing the same in quantities in- 
jurious to the public health, or any refuse 
or waste matter, either solid or liguld, in 
quantities injurious to the public health, 
from any shop, factory, mif or industrial 
establishment, unless express permission to 
do #o shall have been first given in writing 
by the state commissioner of health as pro- 
vided in this article, except as hereinafter 
provided. : 

Permission to Discharge Sewage--Upon. ap- 
plication duly made to the state commi

law the @harge of the sewer system of any 
muniqipality, the state commissioner of 
health shall have power to consider the case 
of a sewer system otherwise prohibited by 
this act from discharging sewage into any 
of the waters of the state,.and whenever in 
his opinion the general Interests of the pub- 
lic health would be subserved thereby, he 
may issue a permit for the discharge of 
sewage from any such sewer system into 
any of the waters of the state, and may 
stipulate in the permit, modifications, regu- 
lations and conditions on which such dis- 
charge may be permitted. Such permit be- 
fore being operative shall be recorded in the 


county clerk's office of the county wherein | 


the outlet of the safd sewer system is lo- 
cated, and a copy of the permit shall 
tranemitted by the state commissioner of 
health to the board of nealth of the muni- 
cipality wherein the outlet of said sewer 
system is located. 

Action by Municipalities to Prevent Dis- 
charge of Sewage _ Into Waters—Any incor- 
porated city or village in the state of New 
York which has made such provision for the 
disposal of its sewage as not to pollute or 
contaminate therewith any river, stream, 
lake or other body of water, may have and 
maintain an action in the ,aupreme court to 
prevent the discharge of any sewage or sub- 
stance deleterious to health, or which shall 


injure the potable qualities of the water tn‘ 


any river, stream, lake or other body of 


water, from which such incorpora 


ply, provided that such river, stg:am, lake 
or other body of watef fs wholly, or in parr, 
within the boundarfes of the county tn which 
such plaintiff ts located. 

Polluting Streams—No dyestuff, coal tar, 
refuse from a gas house, sawdust, shavings, 
tanbark or other deleterious or poisonous 
substance shall be thrown or allowed to run 
into any waters, either private or public, In 
quantities destructive of fish inhabiting the 
same. 

The above are the general laws in 
New York estate governing poilution of 
streams by municipal sewage and man- 
ufacturing wastes.

She paid a beautiful tribute to 
the memory of Joel Chandler Harris, 
and then made a special appeal for 
“Unele Remus” and his people. 

“We southerners have somehow left 
them to themselves. We have allowed 
the relations to become strained. There 
is no longer the sympathy between the 
colored people and the white that there 
was in the @q days. We realize that 
the higher education of the negro is @ 
failure.” Mts. Lipscomb said that she 
knew sne was approaching the danger 
line, but she was a southern woman,

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS SUPPORTRD 


BY THE GEORGIA FEDERATION. 


The establishment of this State Nor- 
mal schoo] at Athens, seven years ago, 
was the torch which illuminated the 
path for the Georgia federation, and 
enabled them to s¢e an opening for 
work in this ine. Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb 
pointed out, in her talk on ‘‘“Model Rural 
Schools.” 

That year the federation sent two 
scholars for industrial training to this 
Schovl, and the -novement was inau- 
gurated. The first industrial sohool in 
this state was established by our fed- 
eration at Danielsville, Madison couhty, 
near Athens, and since then five more 
have been established by us. 

ATD NEEDED BY SCHOOLS. 


This has been one of the most dimpor- 
tant of the federation works. 

The reports from these schools was 
most interesting, the struggles and pri- 
vations wihich the teachers often went 
through in their consecration to this 
work of carrying hight and joy into the 
darkened regions of the mountains and 
the vailbeys. 

Mrs. Lipscomb made an earngst ap- 
peal for the Tallulah Falls’ Industrial 
school. The ground has been given— 
five acres—by Miss Sarah Wihite, deed- 
ed to the federation so that we are 
landowners for the first time: nearly 
$2,000 in money and some timber, hard- 
ware and labor promised by tihe people 
themselves; there ane 300 families in 
the vwheinity of the school, and only 
those who have visited these mountain 
homes can form any idea of the great 
need of work there. 

The building would be started this 
week, Mrs. Lipscomb said, and, al-- 
though they.would need more money to 
finish it, she hoped this would be fur-
